A contract has been agreed 
upon by the town and the ar- 
chitects for the Wilmington High 
School renovations.

As a 
result of conferences between 
many parties, a compromise 
was reached which involves a 
fee of $393,000 plus other ad: 
justments. 

“The town and the architects 
are now dedicated to the ex- 
peditious completion of the 
project. Therefore they will 
begin immediately to finalize 
plans to prequalify bidders and 
to plan to open bids in the spring 
of 1985. 

“T want to compliment the 
Permanent Building Com- 
mittee, the Board of Selectmen 
and the School Committee for 
their diligence in seeing this 
throygh,L-also-want"t6 com. 
pliment Town Counsel Alan 
Altman for his efforts in 
protecting the town’s interests. 1 
look forward to working with the 
Design Partnership. I am sure 
that our relationship will create 
a renovation and addition of 
which the town of Wilmington 
will be very proud. 

The contract had been under 
negotiation for months. A public 
controversy erupted earlier this 
month when PBC “Chairman 
Diane Allan read a statement

Ten articles on warrant 
for special town meeting 


Ten articles will be on the 
warrant tor the Sept. 24 special 
town meeting. Selectmen signed 
the warrant Monday morning 

Correction of an oil leak at 
Wilmington High School will be 
tunded under an appropriation 
sought in Article 1. The town has 
secured a $400,000 grant from 
the state for the emergency 
repairs and clean-up, but the 
money must be appropriated by 
@ town meeting. 

Article 2 seeks the transter of 
several parcels of town-owned 
land to the Wilmington Housing 
Authority for building family 
housing units. Under a $1.9 
million project for additional 


housing, the WHA plans to build

“Make it Click - Drive 
Defensively" is a national 
campaign to promote the use of 
seat belts.

Safety Officer Robert Shelley 
says, “A pledge to buckle-up is 
the first step toward com- 
mitment.

More than 1,700,000 occupants 
are injured every year in motor 
vehicle crashes and more than 
45,000 are killed.

You are seated, buckled in, and 
advised what to expect. The seat 
unit is released to slide down the 

ck, attaining a speed of five 
to seven miles per hour before 
coming to an abrupt stop. You 
are held in place by the belts 
Most people are astonished by 
the force with which they stop 
and are convinced of the value of 
using seat belts. 

At the end of the day, three 
child safety seats, donated by 
Wilmington Ford and the 
Kiwanis Club will be given 
away.

A document dated May 2, 1857, 
records a_ transaction from 
James Fraser to Annette Ayer 
of Lowell, for the Sash and Blind 
Lot, including buildings. The 
Sash and Blind Lot is located 
about seven hundred feet from 
Butters Row and has a property 
line of two hundred and fifty feet 
along the Boston and Maine 
Railroad (formerly Boston and 
Lowell RR} 

Various persons acquired title 
to the S & B Lot from 1857 to 1890 
without any description men- 
tioning buildings until the Lot 
was sold to Julia H.A. Crockett 
by Charles A. Holt, recorded in 
the Regsitry of Deeds Libro 212, 
Folio 295. pm January 17, 1890. 

Family legend has it, that the 
building referred to in the deed 
from Holt to Crockett was 
erected for the purpose. of 
making wooden pumps. No 
record has been found that 
wooden pumps were made 
there. We do know that the 
building was used as a dance 
hall between the time of pur- 
chase by J.H.A. Crockett and it 
having been converted to two 
single {maily dwellings. 

JHLA, Crockett also acquired 
the property at the corner of 
Main Street and Cross Street 
(my home) in 1892 from Charles 
A. Holt. There were two of this 
name, father and son. 

The dance hall, as told to me 
by John McIntosh, brother of 
Julia: 

Devotees of the dance, drove 
their horse and buggy to 668 
Main Street (my home). John 
accompanied them to the dance 
hall, drove back to Main Street, 
stabled the horse, and repeated 
the process for each couple. At 
the end of the dance, the process 
was reversed. 

At some time while George S. 
Crockett and Julia H.A 
Crockett were living at 668 Main 
Street, the building was moved 
to frontage on Butters Row and 
converted to the single family 
homes. They then moved to 
Butters Row where their 
George M.A.M. 
Crockett Webber was born on 
October 18, 1902. Thus, the 
building which was erected for 
manufacturing purposes, 
became a dance hall and then 
homes.

Police urge care by 
motorists and children 


With children in Wilmington 
returning to school next week, 
Police Safety Officer Bob 
Shelley and Chief Bobby Stewart 
urge motorists to drive with 
extra care, 

“Many children in kin- 
dergarten and first grade will be 
coping with traffic on their own 
for the first time,’ said Officer 
Shelley, “They may not be 
aware of pedestrian safety 
rules, 

Officer Shelley had Some 
advice for concerned motorists. 
“Safe driving is a year-round 
responsibility, but it’s even 
more important as schools 
open," he said. “Keep alert and 
always obey the posted speed 
limit, especially in school zones 
That will make it easier to come 
to a quick, safe stop if a child 
darts into your path."” 

According to Safety Officer 
Shelley, school children will be 
receiving continual instruction, 
in where and how to cross any 
street, and further suggests 
parents travel the school routes 
with their younger children, 
pointing out potential dangers. 

Chief Stewart and Safety 
Officer Shelley suggest parents 
discuss with their children the 
following: 

1, Look all ways before 
crossing any street, including 
driveways. Explain that cars 


back out of driveways and that 
drivers have limited vision, 
therefore, the child has a 
responsibility to look. 

2. Cross, wherever possible, 
with a traffic crossing guard, 

3. Use signal lights and cross 
only on the pedestrian cycle. 

4. On any street, with or 
without signal nights, watch for 
turning cars. Know the corners 
with control lights where right 
turns are allowed. 

5. Eliminate any use of Walk- 
man type radios or other radios 
which could minimize attention 
or alertness, * 

6.Insist children walk the 
same route every day with a 
sense of purpose; i.e. to get to 
school or home. The time in- 
volved should be the same every 
day. Past experience shows that 
the child who lacks a sense of 
purpose or destination, is 
usually the one involved in 
accidents, 

7. Check with the safety of- 
ficer and teacher as to the safety 
rules or approaches which may 
vary, due to local conditions. 

Chief Stewart says, ‘We all 
have the same interest in the 
safety of our children, Teaching 
them at an early age to protect 
themselves, is a lesson that will 
carry a lifetime.”

Carnations to condominiums 


The passing of Tew 


Copyright 1984

Tewksbury, Massachusetts 
for half a century was the 
Carnation Capitol of the world. 
Today many of the old 
greenhouses are being closed 
and are being torn down, Car- 
nations are being grown in 
Columbia, South America, and 
flown to the United States. 

OPEC oil prices, and cheap 
labor costs in S@uth America 
were the two deciding factors. 
Some Tewksbury florists at- 
tempted to buy into the 
Columbia interests, They found 
the laws of that country 
prohibited them from  par- 
ticipating. 

Steve Kimball of 276 Marshall 
St. is the only greenhouse 
operator in Tewksbury today 
who grows carnations. In the 
past 12 years, like other 
Tewksbury greenhouse owners, 
he has been growing such items 
as potted mums and snap- 
dragons. 

Kimball came to Tewksbury 
from Milford in 1972, and bought 
his greenhouse from the Patten 
family. It was originally built in 
1927 by William Smith, a well 
known name in the story of 
Tewksbury greenhouses. 

Carnations were probably 
first grown in Tewksbury by 
Marcellus Adams Patten 
Lowell born, he owned two 
florist shops in that city when he 
decided to move to Tewksbury 
in 1880. There is one record 
which shows he was cultivating 
carnations in 1888. 

The Patten greenhouses, off 
North Street, are now the site of 
one of the latest condominiums 
in Tewksbury. The Patten 
family also owned other 
greenhouses, all within a mile of 
Tewksbury Center. 

The choice of sites was dic- 
lated by two facts. 

1, Tewksbury's railroad 
station was at the grade 
crossing of the B & M, at North 
Street, 

2. There was a lot of level 
ground, good for cultivation, 
within that one mile radius of 
the center. 

That one mile radius marked 
the area of an ancient lake, 
which might be called Lake 
Tewksbury, or possibly Car- 
nation Pond. It existed about 
11,000 years ago, al the end of 
the last (fourth) Ice Age. 

To the north was a mass of 
glacial ice. The Great Swamp of 
‘Tewksbury today marks the site 
of that ice. To the west, near 
where Whipple Road is today 
were low hills, which were not 
flooded by the ancient pond. 
Round Pond, today, was where 


an iceberg, floating in that 
ancient lake or pond, ran 
aground and prevented lake 


bottom sand from settling in 
that spol. 

Elsewhere in that area the 
land is level today. There is sand 
and there is loam over the sand. 
The sand is the result of post 
glacial action during the 
existence of the glacial lake, The 
loam accumulated over the 
centuries. The area was a place 
whre it was easy to farm, and 
greenhouses.

periment, about 10 years ago. 
The US government funded the 
experiment, which was to prove 
that solar heating could be 
useful in greenhouse operations 
The government supplied 
$250,000 and $150,000 was sup- 
plied by private sources 

A greenhouse, facing exactly 
south, was erected. The south 
side was sloped to take the most 
advantage of the sunshine 
during the winter. When first 
erected there were temperature 
recordings of 157 degrees in that 
greenhouse. It expected 
that the heat nsferred to 
other greenhouses, would 
greatly reduce the need for 
conventional heat, supplied by 
fuel oil 

It was a flop. More than one 
greenhouse operator __of 
Tewksbury has made that 
remark, including Bill Roper, 
who now operates, for the 
owner, the once upon a time 


Peterson Greenhouses. Roper 
Says it ‘‘just plain never 
worked 

Roper uses that $400,000 


greenhouse as a place to store 
materials used in the business 

He grows houseplants only, in 
what was the Peterson 
Greenhouses, and he observes, 
it is a “hard way to make a 
living.” 

At the present time, there are 
four beds of poinsettias, 50 feet 
wide by 150 feet long 

It was probably 1888 that 
Marcellus A. Patten began to 
grow carnations in Tewksbury 
He was a person of wide in 
terests and in that year several 
significant experiments were 
being made, relative to the 
propagation of new varieties ol 
carnations. 

The original greenhouse. 
which had been moved from 
Lowell and erected in 1880 was 
joined by a second one in 1888, 
just to the north of the first one. 
‘A small walk way connected the 
two houses. 

Harold J. Patten, who took 
over from his father in 1921 
described those greenhouses 
and the connecting walk, in a 
talk to a florists’ convention in 
Boston. It was in those

told his audience. All efforts 
were made to be certain that no

A good gardner, Patten said, 
should be both speedy and 
careful. He would be able to put 
1300 to 1500 cuttings into the 
sand beds in an hour, It 
generally took 35 days of growth 
from cutting to a plant which 
could be shipped. 

One of the significant men, in 
those days was William Sim. He 
was the best known American 
who worked on the hybridation 
of carnations. His home was in 
Saugus Gilbrt Bernard, 
Tewksbury - grower, had a 
brother-in-law who was a son of 
Sim 

For the Tewksbury growers it 
was the work of Sim that started 
them on their way, Long before 
the Spanish American War there 
were several varieties of car 
nation to be had in Tewksbury 
ch grower Was specializing in 
a variety which he had 
developed, using the work of 
Sim as a starter. 

The Sim carnation was one 
that the growers could trust. It 
carried its colors, it had no 
*sports,”” and the varieties sold 
well 

On Mareh 19, 
Herald carries 
Boston Flower Show, being held 
in the Horticultural Hall. The 
largest exhibitor, the story said, 
was M.A. Patten of Tewksbury 
He had 25 specimens of each 
carnation that he was growing 

The varieties named were the 
J. H. Manley, the Harry Fenn, 
and one named Prosperity 
Prosperity, the story said, is 

The latest New York Pet.” A 
variegated pink and white 
carnation, with very large 
blossoms, one was reported as 
being four inches across. 

Others named were The Dove, 
Roosevelt and The Dove 
Walcott. The first was a dark 
red carnation and the second 
hada large, pure white blossom 
A third variety, the Gayety, was 
mixed red and white. 

Two specimens that were also 
named, almost always together 
at that lime were the Mrs. T.W. 
Lawson and the Mrs. M.A. 
Patten, Both wre being 
exhibited by Patten.

The 
former was, ina way, one of the 
most famous carnations at that 
time, and was named after the 
wife of Thomas W. Lawson. He

$30,000 tor 8,000 cuttings of the 
Mrs. T.W. Lawson. That was a 
lot of money 

Besides these stories the 
Herald went on to say that M.A 
Patten had a Breat vase, as a 
centerpiece. It was filled with 
different varieties, 100 blossoms 
in all 

Then, nine years later, in 1912 
M.A. Patten produced the 
Princess Dagmar. The Dagmar. 
named for a Danish princess 
was an immediate success. 

Visitors to the Horticultural 
Shqw who-have feasted their 
eyes upon the glories of the new 
carnation ‘Princess Dagmar 
exhibited by M.A. Patten of 
Tewksbury unanimously hail it 
as the reigning sensation,” the 
Boston Journal proclaimed 

The Lawson pink is a won 
derful hue, the Journal said, but 
the “Princess Dagmar” glows 
with an even more marvelous 
Unt, Its purity is almost pérfect 

Another award winner at ‘that 
show was the greenhouses of 
William Sim of Cliftondale. Mr 
Sim had produced a display 
stand of violets. Twenty-tive 
splendid bouquets of Princess 
violets are arranged together 
and the blooms are of 
remarkable size, the Boston 
Herald said. 

Sim was interested in more 
than carnations. 


M.A. Patten retired in 1921 
and his son took over the 
business. Harold was just as

There's a magic bus in eastern 
Middlesex County. 
It runs only on Thursdays — on 


a fixed schedule — through parts 
of Wakefield and Stoneham — and 
you have to be a little bit magic 
yourself to ride on it.

The Hudson Bus Company of

and back again, several times 
each Thursday. 

On the way, it picks up a variety 
of seniors from both com- 
munities, for a variety of needs, 
including the essentials of food 
shopping and medical visits, as 
well as camaraderie, friendship 
and — perhaps most important — 
as an anodyne against loneliness 
and isolation. 

Of course loneliness and isola- 
tion cannot really be measured or 
charted, though the experience 
and literature of aging are rife 
with instances of both. 

But profit and loss can be 
charted — on graphs and in 
persuasive or specious statistics, 
which may appeal mightily to 
logic if not to human needs, ac- 
cording to some local community 
officials. 

“I think Proposition 2% has 
been used as an excuse to cut the 
services to the little people — and 
the powerless — services which 
they need very much,” said 
Shiela Herbeck of the Community 
Service Network (CSN), which 
serves people from North 
Reading, Reading, Wakefield, 
Stoneham, Meirose, Malden, 
Medford and Everett. “This is a

“Unfortunately, the people. at 
the top feel that their security and 
salaries are more important than 
the little people and their 
problems. 

“What seems to be happening

The good effects of the Hudson 
senior shuttle bus are manifest 
and, certainly at least for a little 
while, the senior citizens of 
Wakefield and Stoneham are the 
winners. 

I was asked recently to ride the 
bus for its entire four-hour 
schedule and route — and though 
lam by no means as magic as the 
elders I met there — I was per- 
mitted to join them and their 
regular driver, Joe McDonald of 
Malden, for the day. 

As soon as I boarded the bus I 
started to ply McDonald with 
questions about him, his bus, the 
seniors and the service. After 
about 20 or so of my rapid-fire 
questions, which he answered 
cheerfully while concentrating on 
his driving and maneuvering the 
big bus through all the intricacies 
and idiocies of local traffic, I 
said: “Be sure to let me know if 
my questions are ever a burden or 
distraction.” 


“I certainly will," he said, 
smiling. “Shut up!"" then turned 
to greet with an infectious grin his 
first two paying customers of the 
day (I decided I was entitled to a 
junior discount, so I paid nothing 
in hopes that I could voucher my 
fare or get a purchase order from 
my boss to pay for it 


The first two customers were 
Mabel Glenn and Mary Melanson, 
both of Wakefield, both in their 
80s. They said they take the bus 
every week because it is esseritial 
for them, not just for shopping, 
but to help them feel alive and 


meet their friends, including 
driver Joe McDonald and his 
other passengers. 


Mabel, married now for some 
63 years, added that the bus 
service helps keep her active and 
out of the house — since she feels 
she should keep pace with her 
husband who is still working, at 


age 85,

One of those passengers, Laura 
Stone, who is just about to turn 92, 
said she really looks forward to 
the arrival each week of the 
senior shuttle bus.

“Revenge of the Nerds.” Star- 
ring Robert Carradine, Anthony 
Edwards, Ted McGinley, Bernie 
Casey.

Ignore the silly title, as this 
flick is one of the few around this 
season that will really make you 
laugh out loud, Robert Carradine 
and Anthony Edwards are almost 
too natural in this version of 
Nerds Go To College. 

Nerds are brainy but generally 
uncool cats who are hopelessly 
tormented by the jocks on cam- 
pus. However, they are also very 
nice, and one can only cheer when 
they pool their gray matter and 
rise above the brute force of their 
oppressors. 

Yes, this flick is sappy, has its 
cruder moments and is somewhat 
sexist. It is also clever and ener- 
getic. So what if it's a bit coarse, 
it is still sidesplittingly funny 
Carradine’s barking laugh alone 
is hilarious enough to produce 
roaring laughter from the audi- 
ence, Don’t pay attention to the 
fact that this is not a great movie 
technically, just. toss on your 
white socks, put that plastic pen 
pocket into your shirt, and laugh. 


“Red Dawn." Starring Patrick 
Swayze, C. Thomas Howell, Lea 
Thompson, Harry Dean Stanton 
and Charlie Sheen, Directed by 
John Milius.

(violence, profanity). 

There are very few movies that 
I have ever found to be complete- 
ly devoid of redeaming value. 
Even a low-budget, Grade B hor- 
for’ flick can be mildly entertain- 
ing. “Red Dawn,” however, is a 
complete travesty. Morally offen- 
sive and violent, this film glorifies 
guerrilla warfare, leaves gaping 
holes in the plot and lacks for re- 
alistic dialogue. 

The idea of a Russian invasion 
of America as seen through a 
small, mid-western town could 
have been hair-raising. Instead, 
director John Milius opens the 
film with a chilling twenty min- 
utes chronicling the invasion, and 
then lets the bottom fall out, The 
thin plot concerns eight high 
school students who take to the 
hills during the initial onslaught, 
and then miraculously wage a 
guerrilla campaign against the 
Russians that is ludicrous. This 
film should simply be renamed 
“Red Turkey."

“The Bostonians,"’ Starring Va- 
nessa Redgrave, Christopher 
Reeve, Madeleine Potter, Linda 
Hunt, Jessica Tandy, Nancy Mar- 
chand.

Hauntingly beautiful are the 
words evoked by this cinamatic 
version of Henry James’ novel, 
“The Bostonians.” The plush pho- 
tography and painstakingly per- 
fect color would have allowed this 
film to stand on its own, but luck- 
ily it does not need to. 

Olive Chancellor (Vanessa Red- 
grave) and Verena Tarrant 
(Madeleine Potter) are the two 
participants in what was called a 
“Boston Marriage."” Chancellor, 
a proper spinster, and her young 
Protege Tarrant, have vowed 
never to marry and to devote 
their lives to the fight for 
women's equal rights, with Tar- 
rant publicly speaking in its 
favor. Entering into this relation- 
ship is Chancellor's young, dis- 
tant cousin, Basil Ransom, 
played with a delightful southern 
drawl by Christopher Reeve. 

A romantic triangle evolves as 
Ransom becomes increasingly 
enchanted by Tarrant, and Chan- 
cellor pulls the young orator 
closer to her clinging bosom, hint- 
ing at a supprelted in a soap opera 
spectacular, 

Redgrave pulsates with energy, 
but employs. such stately grace 
that her movements and delivery 
are understated to perfection 
Reeve, who has never appeared 
more handsome, displays a force- 
fulness not seen in previous roles. 
His character is the perfect foil 
for Potter's unsure Tarrant, who 
is ever trying to please people, 
but is doubtful of her own feel- 
ings. Potter, who makes her 
debut appearance, has the perfect 
Victorian demeanor, with her 
masses of curly hair and pale 
skin, though lacks the fiery pas- 
sion necessary to make her char- 
acter more believable. 

Supporting actresses include 
Linda Hunt, Jessica Tandy and 
Nancy Marchand who are strong 
in their roles, as is the gorgeous 
New England landscape in its 
role. Director James Ivory mana- 
ges to capture the essence of the 
era without dulling its effect, but 
the pace is a bit too slow and at 
times the dialogue stilted. How- 
ever, that is not too large a com- 
plaint considering the overall 
quality of the picture.
